The  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Council  are  a  part-time 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  a  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  held  the  post  since 
April  1st,  1933  and  he  holds  the  following  degrees  2  M.B.  ,Ct*.B., 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  holds  the  Certificates  of  the 
Royal  Sanitary  Institute  and  Sanitary  Inspectors  Examination 
Joint  Board  and  is  a  member  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute. 


The  area  of  the  City  is  1301.150  acres.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  main  arrangements  for  drainage ,  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  were  given  in  detail  in  previous  reports,  and  nave 
not  t>een  materially  altered. 

War  conditions  have  greatly  increased  our  difxiculties 
at  the  Sewage  Farm. 

The  disposal  works  are  situate  to  the  West  of  the  City 
on  a  site  well  removed  from  habitation  and  highways.  Tne 
system  is  overworked  and  a  scheme  for  remodelling. tne  worxs 
is  ready  for  action  as  soon  as  circumstances  permit.
